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ABSTRACT 

The ninth session of the Indian Ocean Fishery Commission’s Committee for the Development 
and Management of the Fishery Resources of the Gulfs was held in Sharjah, United Arab 
Emirates, from 6 to 9 April 1997. The major topics considered were: intersessional activities 
of the five Working Groups established by the Committee; status of the major marine 
resources in the Gulfs and management needs; status of the fish trade activities in the Gulfs 
following the establishment of the World Trade Organization; review of the activities of 
regional bodies in fisheries matters in the Gulfs; future role of the Committee as an FAO 
regional fishery body and review of results and recommendations of the World Food Summit. 

The main decisions and recommendations of the meeting are summarized as follows: (i) 
improve the reporting of catch data and conduct randomized intensive sampling; (ii) conduct 
ageing studies on Scomberomorus and cooperate and coordinate with the Indian Ocean Tuna 
Commission; (iii) introduce bycatch reduction devices in the shrimp fishery and work at 
holding a session on regional oceanography; (iv) to expand activities in aquaculture and 
establish a regional information system; (v) promote the preparation of a more detailed study 
of implications on the WTO; (vi) continue to support cooperation with regional bodies 
concerned with fisheries and follow up the implementation of the shrimp and demersal 
surveys; (vii) an in-depth study to be prepared on the options of restructuring the Committee 
for a Consultation to be held at FAO/RNE in Cairo in 6 - 8 months; and (viii) strongly 
support the results and recommendations of the World Food Summit. A Summary of the 
major recommendations is given in Appendix C. 

The Committee agreed to hold its next session in the Kingdom of Saudi Arabia tentatively 
before the end of 1999. The Kingdom of Saudi Arabia was elected as Chairman for the next 
session and the State of Kuwait as Vice-Chairman. 
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OPENING OF THE SESSION 


1 . The IOFC Committee for the Development and Management of the Fishery Resources 
of the Gulfs held its Ninth Session from 6 to 9 April 1997 at the auditorium of the Institute for 
Banking and Financial Studies, Sharjah, UAE, under the patronage of the Minister for 
Agriculture and Fisheries, His Excellency Said Mohammed Al-Raghabani. 

2. Seven Member Countries and 4 Observer organizations were represented at the 
Session. The List of Participants is given in A ppendix D . 

3. The Session was inaugurated by the Acting Deputy Minister for Agriculture and 
Fisheries, His Excellency Hamad Abdullah A1 Mutawa. He stated that the fishery policies 
adopted by the UAE had helped the country achieve, and even exceed self-sufficiency in 
fishery' production. He stressed that the UAE authorities accorded high priority to the 
encouragement to artisanal fisheries sector. Technical assistance and credit facilities had been 
extended to this important traditional sector, in addition to the establishment of infrastructure 
facilities along the coasts of the UAE which extended more than 700km in length. 

4. In addition, he stated that the necessary legislation, regulations and controls had been 
enacted for preserving fish stocks and protecting fishery resources against over-fishing and 
misuse. 

5. He concluded by thanking the FAO Director-General, Dr. J. Diouf, and FAO 
Secretariat for their efforts in organizing the Session. 

6. On behalf of FAO, the Director of the Fishery Policy and Planning Division, Mr. Y. 
Kato, thanked the Government of the UAE for hosting the Session, and the Ministry of 
Agriculture and Fisheries for the excellent arrangements and facilities provided to the 
meeting. He expressed FAO's satisfaction with the progress made by the Committee since its 
8th Session held in Muscat, Oman, in 1994, and particularly the intersessional activities of the 
various specialized and technical Working Groups. 

7. He drew the attention of the participants to document IOFC:DMG/97/6 on the “Future 
Role of the IOFC Committee for the Development and Management of the Fishery Resources 
of the Gulfs as an FAO Regional Body”. He invited the Committee to carefully review the 
document and propose options for the transfomiation of the Committee into a more 
management-oriented body with a different mandate, an autonomous budget and new areas of 
competence. FAO, he said, was convinced that the Committee, whatever the new 
arrangements would be, would act as a vital tool for the sustainable development of fisheries 
in the region, in collaboration with FAO Headquarters in Rome, as well as the FAO Regional 
Office for the Near East, in Cairo. 

8. He recalled that during its 22nd Session, the Committee on Fisheries (COFI) discussed 
the recent international initiatives concerning the effective conservation and management of 
fisheries resources on a sustainable basis and emphasized the important role played by the 
Regional and Sub-regional fishery organizations. 
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ADOPTION OF THE AGENDA 

9. Under the chairmanship of H.E. Hamad Abdullah Al Mutavva, Acting Deputy of the 
Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries, the Committee adopted the Agenda reproduced in 
A ppendix A . The List of Documents submitted to the Session is given in A ppendix B 

FOLLOW-UP TO THE RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE EIGHTH SESSION 
AND REVIEW OF THE INTERSESSIONAL ACTIVITIES 

10. The Secretariat introduced document IOFC:DyMG/97/2 “Review of Intersessiona! 
Activities” which contained a summary of the activities undertaken since the Eighth Session 
of the Committee, held in Muscat, Sultanate of Oman, 17-21 December 1994. 

1 1 . Most of the activities concentrated on the expansion of the work of the Working 
Groups. In addition to the Working Groups on Marine Fisheries Management, a Working 
Group on Aquaculture was begun, i.e. an increase in the number of groups to five. Summaries 
of the results of the activities of the Working Groups were given below. 

Working Group on Fishery Statistics 

12. Agenda item 3.1 was introduced on the basis of document IOFC:DMG/97/Inf.4. The 
problem was raised of the effects of aggregating and disaggregating data in giving rise to 
spurious trends in landings of particular species or species groups. Also a slight decline in 
landings did not necessarily mean that the resource was over-fished; it could be the result of 
environmental fluctuations, though an extended downward trend should be taken as an 
indication of overfishing. 

13. It was noted that knowledge of effort data was essential to interpreting catch data for 
management purposes and while this w r as done by most countries, such reporting was needed 
uniformly on a regional basis. 

14. While the deficiencies in existing data collection practices, particularly at the working 
or technical level were acknowledged, these deficiencies needed to be effectively 
communicated to senior management to justify increased funding. The need to tic data on 
reported landings to stock assessment processes was explicitly noted. In the case of 
Scomberomorus , it was evident that the quality of data from different countries varies and that 
a higher, more uniform, standard w>as needed for management purposes. 

15. Concerns were raised about methods to verify national fisheries statistics systems. It 
was noted that one way would be to undertake control by randomized intensive field sampling 
experiments to gather accurate data that could be compared with data collected previously 
using standard methods. This would indicate if there was a problem with sampling 
procedures. 

Working Group on Pelagics 

16. This report, based on IOFC:DMG/97/lnf.5, noted issues of concern, particularly 
relating to management of Scomberomorus . The basis for this concern was the continued 
decline in the landings of this species, especially in Oman. Six management 
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recommendations had been made for this species, but tangible progress remained to be seen in 
their implementation. 

1 7. The meeting was informed that there had been a welcome increase in landings during 
the last fishing season, but concern was raised regarding the continuing exploitation of 
immature individuals. 

18. It was noted that there could be regional cooperation in ageing studies of this species, 
with the pioneering efforts of both Kuwait and Oman. It was agreed that a session of the 
Pelagics Working Group should be held together with other working group meetings when 
they convene in Qatar. Contributions from regional researchers would be solicited for this 
meeting. 

19. One of the issues raised in relation to the larger pelagics was the coordination of 
research with the newly formed Indian Ocean Tuna Commission (IOTC). It was noted that 
there could be scope for overlap of activities and efforts should be made to coordinate and 
cooperate with this organization. The wish was expressed that, if possible, the next meeting 
of the Pelagics Working Group should be coordinated with this organization. 

20. Fifteen countries had joined the IOTC. Members of the Committee were encouraged 
to lake steps for joining the Commission. The IOTC would focus on commercial and neritic 
species which would include Scomberomorus. Even though some countries were not 
members, their cooperation in supplying data had been offered. 

Working Group on Shrimps and Other Invertebrates, 
and the Working Group on Demersal Fisheries 

21. This report was based on IOFC:DMG/97/Inf.6. The Working Group under 
consideration was attended by 48 regional researchers plus participants from Australia and 
New Zealand. Thirty six papers were presented. The Kuwait Institute for Scientific Research 
(KISR) has arranged to publish the proceedings of the meeting. It was noted that these 
meetings had developed as important venues, particularly for younger scientists, to report 
results of research. In this regard, stock status reports had been prepared for shrimp, spiny 
lobster, slipper lobster and pearl oysters. It was intended that this range would be increased to 
cover all important species or species groups. The Working Group identified nine 
recommendations relating to shrimp management in the region. 

22. Among the recommendations were some relating to protection of the marine 
environment which continued to be a topic of strong concern given the continuing coastal 
development in the region and reductions in outflow of the Shatt al Arab. Another topic of 
great interest was that of the potential for property rights in shrimp fishery management and 
shrimp bycatch. 

23. One particular concern was the absence of recent data on the incidence and 
composition of shrimp bycatch. It was noted that with the recent concerns with biodiversity 
and activities of environmental protection groups, this topic could become controversial in the 
future as it had elsewhere. There was recognition that bycatch reduction devices could result 
in improved quality of catch; increased survival of bycatch and little, if any, loss of shrimp 
catch. 
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24. Results of the Working Group on Demersal Fisheries and Marine Habitat were also 
reported upon through the same document. The species discussed were mainly grouper and 
pomfret. Other concerns related to taxonomic uncertainty within different groups; the need 
for more and better data; advice on the desirable minimum sizes of capture and better data 
relating to population dynamics. An important issue was the absence of data on the extent 
and nature of discarding. It was also agreed that field programmes were required to map 
spawning grounds and determine spawning periods of fish stocks so that brood stocks could 
be protected when they were spawning. 

25. In relation to the marine environment, it was recognized that the Working Groups 
needed to work in closer collaboration with regional oceanographers, but such people tended 
to work outside of the fisheries sphere and despite the relevance of their work it appeared to 
be of lower priority. It was agreed that means should be found of encouraging their 
participation in the Working Groups and that one possible way would be to hold a session on 
fisheries oceanography. It was agreed that the Technical Secretary should endeavour to do 
that for the next series of Working Group meetings. Such a meeting could profit from the 
work being undertaken by groups such as GLOBEC. Oman had been raising these issues 
through the GCC Fisheries Committee on Environmental and Ocean Studies. 

26. In relation to the proposed demersal trawl survey, as trawling was prohibited in the 
UAE (1980) and Qatar (1992), there was the question of how shrimp and fish could be caught 
in these areas. It was noted that the only possibility was through scientific trawl survey 
programmes which could be permitted whereas commercial trawling would not be. 

Working Group on Aquaculture 

27. This report was based on document IOFC:DMG/97/Inf.7. The Working Group on 
Aquaculture met at the FAO Regional Office for the Near East in Cairo, from 1-3 October 
1996. It was attended by eight participants from Bahrain, I. R. of Iran, Kuwait, Saudi Arabia, 
and the UAE and observers from Egypt and FAO. 

28. The Agenda concentrated on the Status of Aquaculture in the member countries 
whereby each participant presented a national report on sea ranching and stock management. 
The meeting discussed a proposal on the establishment of an Aquaculture Information System 
for the Region, along the same lines of the Information System for the Promotion of 
Aquaculture in the Mediterranean (SIPAM). 

29. Participants recommended that the Working Group should be transformed to a 
standing Working Group of the Gulfs Committee; that individual membership should be 
recognized at the Session; and that the Group should meet biennially under a rotation system 
in the member countries, beginning with Bahrain in one year’s time to consider the 
establishment of the Information System. It was also recommended that FAO should prepare a 
comprehensive proposal for the establishment of the Information System to be presented at its 
next session. 

30. Various priorities were put forward for the work of the Group. These included the 
establishment of the information System, marketing of economic species, training, 
investment-oriented feasibility studies, seed production, coastal management, feed production 
from local materials and integrated farming systems stressing the efficient use of water. The 
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exchange of information between the various concerned bodies in the member countries was 
also stressed. 

31. In the discussion that followed, delegates stressed the importance of aquaculture and 
agreed that careful expansion of aquaculture activities was desirable. However, concern was 
shown over the difficulties that might occur to the development of expanded aquaculture, i.e. 
diseases, due to possible environmental problems. 

32. Strong support was expressed for the establishment of an Aquaculture Information 
System Centre, and the I. R. of Iran offered to host the centre when established. 

STATUS OF MAJOR MARINE RESOURCES IN THE GULFS 
AND MANAGEMENT NEEDS 

33. Agenda item 4 was introduced on the basis of document IOFC:DMG/97/3. Under this 
item it was noted that catches were in a slight downward trend (at least until 1994, the most 
recent year of available FAO data) since 1992 when a peak was reached. It was noted that the 
FAO data related to reported landings and that actual landings could be higher or lower 
depending on the accuracy of estimates. Landings of Penaeids had rebounded fairly strongly 
and large increases in landings of small pelagics, particularly Sardinella, had occurred. 

34. Data were reported for all groups combined and broken down by species and national 
categories. Species showing continual stress in declining landings included lobster, primarily 
from Oman, and Mullidae. It was noted that for management purposes annual reporting 
periods that do not split fishing seasons be preferred, although FAO annual calendar 
procedure did not always permit this. For the Working Groups, reported landings would cover 
only a single fishing season to enable better analysis. 

35. It was noted that many resources of the Gulfs were fully exploited but more detailed 
information was needed to comment explicitly on their status. Concerns were expressed 
about the effect of a bycatch reduction programme that would remove shrimp but not their 
predators. It was agreed that while such concerns were valid, given the present level of 
knowledge, this question could not be answered with any confidence. 

STATUS OF THE FISH TRADE ACTIVITIES IN THE GULFS FOLLOWING 
THE ESTABLISHMENT OF THE WORLD TRADE ORGANIZATION 

36. Item 5 was introduced by the Secretariat on the basis of document IOFC:DMG/97/4 
“Status of Fish Trade Activities in the Gulfs following the Establishment of the World Trade 
Organization”. It was noted that the Arab countries of the Gulfs, taken together, were net 
exporters of fishery products and that trade between countries could be expanded and regional 
food security strengthened. However, there were significant differences between countries; the 
contribution of imports to national supplies was small in Oman and the UAE (less than 10%), 
and significant in Qatar and Bahrain (in the order of 40-50%). The I. R. of Iran was a net 
importer of fishery products. Despite the current and potential importance of fish trade for the 
Region, no specific study had as yet been carried out on the implications of the results of the 
Uruguay Round of Multilateral Trade Negotiations on the fish trade of countries of the 
Region. Such an analysis would be timely considering that Bahrain, Kuwait, Qatar and UAE 
were already members, and Oman and Saudi Arabia had initiated membership negotiations. 
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37. The meeting was informed about the contents of the Marrakesh Agreement 
Establishing the World Trade Organization, signed on 15 April 1994, and the various 
agreements relevant to fisheries and several sources for pertinent information were indicated. 

38. It was noted that the WTO was the forum to discuss and decide on trade rules and on 
the general aspects of trade, but that there were other relevant fora and instruments from a 
technical fishery-related point of view. Specific mention was made of: 

. Sub-Committee on Fishery Trade of the FAO Committee on Fisheries; 

. Codex Alementarius Committee on Fish and Fishery Products; 

. Code of Conduct for Responsible Fisheries (in particular Article 1 1); 

. Convention on International Trade in Endangered Species of Wild Fauna and Flora 
(CITES); 

. Initiatives of Non-Governmental Organizations and private industry to increase 
awareness regarding sustainable resource use and environment protection. 

39. The Committee was also informed about the need for updating the Strategy for Fishery 
Commodities Development and the important role INFOSAMAK must play in this exercise. 

40. During the discussion, several questions were raised regarding unilateral trade 
measures imposed and trade barriers created by refusal to accept regional commercial species 
names in foreign markets and the relevant provisions of the WTO agreements and of the 
Codex Alimentarius Committee on Fish and Fishery Products were explained . A more 
detailed study was deemed desirable to determine the implications of the new WTO trade 
regime for fisheries trade of the countries of the region. The inadequacy of the existing foreign 
trade statistics was deplored as it prevented proper analysis. 

41. With regard to the possibilities of promoting exports from the Region - felt to be 
particularly necessary for the incipient aquaculture industry - the need to know and ability to 
satisfy the quality assurance requirements of importing countries was stressed. The Observer 
from the INFOSAMAK Centre informed about the capacity of the Centre to assist in training 
on HACCP and all other related issues for the benefit of the industry and the government 
authorities. The establishment of adequate quality assurance systems was the responsibility of 
both the industry and the government, and therefore the involvement of the latter was 
essential. He also informed about the most recent activities of the Centre in the areas of trade 
promotion and trade analysis. 

REVIEW OF ACTIVITIES OF REGIONAL BODIES 
IN FISHERIES MATTERS IN THE GULFS 

42. The Secretariat introduced agenda item 6 on the basis of document IOFC:DMG/97/5. 
“Review of Activities of Regional Bodies in Fisheries Matters in the Gulfs”. It was noted that 
the several similarities in the fisheries situation in the Gulfs Region necessitated coordination 
and cooperation of the Gulfs Committee with the three such other regional bodies dealing 
with fisheries matters. These are: 

1 . The Regional Organization for the Protection of the Marine Environment (ROPME); 

2. The Cooperation Council for the Arab States of the Gulf (GCC); and 
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3. The Centre for Marketing Information and Advisory services for Fishery Products in 
the Arab Region (INFOSAMAK). 

43. With regard to ROPME, the background of joint cooperation between the Gulfs 
Committee was reviewed and the areas of cooperation were highlighted. A future plan of 
action was envisaged with the specific concern of each body to achieve the desired results 
especially with work on endangered or overfished species of common concern such as 
grouper and pomfret. 

44. It was also noted that an important objective of ROPME was to produce regular “State 
of the Marine Environment” analyses, but as yet that was not possible. Most basic 
information was lacking or unavailable. Meanwhile concern grew about pollution and the 
state of the marine habitat. These problems were to be reviewed again in 1998. 

45. It was noted that there was both good complementarity and support among the 
objectives of ROPME and the activities of Gulfs Committee Working Group on Demersal 
Fisheries and the Marine Habitat, and that these mutual objectives should be exploited. 

46. It was proposed that the Working Groups add a technical session to the next meeting 
to be held in October or November 1997 in Qatar which should be held under the aegis of 
ROPME. The technical support of the Working Groups should be given to this session. 

47. The cooperation activities between the Gulfs Committee and the Secretariat of the 
GCC, the status of the proposed GCC shrimp "Survey" and the Gulfs Committee’s proposed 
demersal traw l survey were discussed. It was noted that they wanted more information on the 
objectiv es of the surveys and that the GCC had decided to postpone supporting the funding of 
the regional demersal trawl survey at least until after the shrimp survey was funded. As yet. 
no source of funding had been found for either survey. 

48. It was explained that the purpose of the shrimp survey was originally to focus on 
seasonal opening and closing surveys of shrimp stocks shared among Kuwait, Bahrain, Qatar 
and Saudi Arabia. The extent of the programme had later expanded to include Oman and the 
UAE. It was stressed that the two programmes had entirely different objectives. 

49. Because funding for the demersal trawl programme would not be forthcoming without 
the support of the GCC countries, it was agreed that there was no option but to wait and sec 
w'hat support would be achieved for the shrimp survey. Meanwhile, the demersal trawl 
programme would be translated into Arabic together with a short summary. It w’ould then be 
up to regional countries to arrange support for the programme. The FAO Secretariat would 
remain available to assist in structuring the shrimp survey programme. 

50. On cooperation with INFOSAMAK Centre, the meeting was briefed on the latest 
developments in the transformation of the Centre into an autonomous Arab body in 1995. It 
was noted that the Centre had continued to provide its services to its member countries, but 
under severe financial constraints due to the non-payment of contributions by member 
countries of INFOSAMAK. 

5 1 . The Director of INFOSAMAK Centre thanked the Gulfs Committee for calling on the 
member countries to provide financial support, and on the non-members to join the Centre. In 
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response to a query, he noted that the activities of INFOSAMAK were not only in the service 
of the private fishery sector, but that governments had very much to gain from the wide range 
of information and data provided by the Centre on fish trade and technical advice. 

52. After a brief discussion of the role and functions of INFOSAMAK Centre, the 
Committee recognized the importance of the Centre in providing essential fish marketing 
information and advisory services for promoting and developing inter- and intra-Arab fish 
trade. The ability of INFOSAMAK to help the Arab countries in updating their knowledge on 
the latest developments in fish technology and quality assurance training were also 
acknowledged. 

53. It was also recognized that the responsibility for the fisheries sector was shared 
between the government and the private sectors in the Arab countries and the Committee felt 
that both sectors would benefit from its services by becoming members and associate 
members, respectively. The Committee also urged other regional organizations with common 
interests to inter into cooperation agreements with INFOSAMAK with the aim of 
coordinating their efforts and to avoid duplication in their activities. 

FUTURE ROLE OF THE IOFC COMMITTEE FOR THE DEVELOPMENT 
AND MANAGEMENT OF THE FISHERY RESOURCES OF THE GULFS 
AS AN FAO REGIONAL BODY 

54. The Secretariat introduced the agenda item referring to document IOFC:DMG/97/6. 
There was emphasis on the subject matter of this document due to the international 
requirement to strengthen the regional fisheries bodies and the need to restructure the Gulfs 
Committee in case the parent Commission (IOFC) would be abolished. 

55. During the lengthy debate which followed the presentation, the members expressed 
their full satisfaction for the activities of the Committee through the previous years. However, 
taking into account the possible abolition of the IOFC, as well as the wish to have the 
Committee strengthened to better meet the needs of its members, the delegations decided that 
an in-depth discussion on a new structure, mandate and functions for a new arrangement for 
the Gulfs Committee would be required before a final decision would be taken. 

56. To achieve such a decision it was agreed that a Consultation should be held at the 
FAO Regional Office of the Near East in Cairo, within 6-8 months. During the Consultation, 
discussions among the representatives of the Committee members would be based on a paper 
prepared by the Secretariat in which the possible options for a new' function and structure of 
the Committee would be described as well as the legal implications explained. The five 
options were: 

1 . Upgrading the Committee to a Commission level under the Article XIV of the 
FAO Constitution; 

2. Up-grading the Committee to a Commission level under the Article VI of the 
FAO Constitution; 

3. Abolishing the Committee alongside the possible abolition of the parent body, 
the IOFC; 

4. Establishing an independent body outside the FAO framework but with certain 
linkages with FAO; and 
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i Maintaining the status quo of the Gulfs Committee. 

57. It was asked that the requested paper be sent to member countries well in advance of 
the Consultation in Cairo to give them ample time for studying the matter so as to put them in 
a position to take a decision on the future role of the Committee during the Consultation. 

REVIEW OFTIIF. RESULTS AND RECOMMENDATIONS OF 
THE WORLD FOOD SUMMIT 

58. The Secretariat introduced document IOFC:DMG/97/7, “Review of the Results and 
Recommendations of the World Food Summit” which was held in Rome in November 1996. 

59. The Committee reviewed the results and recommendations contained in the Rome 
Declaration on World Food security and the Plan of Action, adopted by the World Food 
Summit. The Committee discussed the various issues which were specific to the role and 
contribution of fish and fishery products to the food security of the Committee’s member 
countries and particularly Commitment Three of the Plan of Action. It strongly encouraged 
the countries to take into account highly the recommendations of the World Food Summit. 

OTHER BUSINESS 

Technical Consultation on Monitoring, Control and Surveillance (MCS) 

60. It was noted that FAO had funds to undertake a technical consultation on MCS. These 
funds could be used to bring experts on such matters as Vessel Monitoring Systems (VMS), 
log book schemes for industrial and semi-industrial fishing vessels and training of fisheries, or 
enforcement officers when they were employed in the coast guard or departments of defense. 
It was agreed that such a technical consultation would be useful and that FAO should proceed 
to organize such an activity. Oman and the Islamic Republic of Iran offered to host the 
consultation. 

Technical Consultation on Property Rights as Fishery Management Systems 

61. It was noted that there was widespread interest in this form of fisheries management 
which was being adopted in many part of the world. In the Gulfs region Oman was advanced 
in an appraisal of the suitability of such management systems and Iran was to begin a 
feasibility assessment in the near future. It was noted that various forms of property rights in 
the fisheries had a long history in many countries of the region. It was stressed that such a 
technical consultation would focus , among other things, on their feasibility, applicability and 
merits as management systems for the different fisheries of the region. It was believed that 
I'AO could arrange funding for the consultation and it was agreed that the Secretariat would 
further explore this possibility. 

Biodiversity, Ecolabelling and Related Environmental Concerns 

62. Concerns were expressed about the future need to monitor oceanographic phenomena, 
such as algal blooms in the context of developing aquaculture activities. In this regard, the 
benefits of collaborating and coordinating with international oceanographic initiatives, such as 
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IOC, GLOBEC and the Ocean Flux Experimental Programme were noted. The Committee 
should consider ways of future cooperation in this regard. 

63. The Islamic Republic of Iran proposed the following topics which they believed to be 
of joint concern: 

. Analysis of practices used in opening and closing fisheries; 

. Analysis of specific shared fisheries, e.g., shrimp and myctophids and tuna 
in the Gulf of Oman; 

. Exchange of scientific information, particularly to avoid duplication of activities; 

. Promotion of bilateral research programmes; 

. Implementation of joint programmes for rehabilitation of marine resources; 

. A regional meeting to promote sustainable fisheries management; 

. FAO workshop on data collection and use of ArtFish Software; 

. MCS workshop; and 

. Increased activity of the Working Group on Aquaculture. 

64. The Secretariat noted that proceeding of previous Working Group meetings had been 
printed by the host organizations at their expense, but that the long term practice should be for 
authors to be responsible for making copies of their papers available. The Secretariat would 
try to maintain a complete set of contributions. Each Working Group would be responsible 
for production of stock status reports but the Secretariat would undertake to produce meeting 
reports containing summaries and recommendations. 

65. In relation to information exchange, the Secretariat maintained a mailing list for 
regional libraries, universities and research institutions which could be used for distribution of 
documents. It was noted that organizations could also enter into bilateral arrangements. 

ELECTION OF OFFICERS FOR TIIE TENTH SESSION 

66. The Kingdom of Saudi Arabia was elected Chairman of the next Session, and the State 
of Kuwait was elected Vice-Chairman. 

DATE AND PLACE OF THE NEXT SESSION 

67. Since the Kingdom of Saudi Arabia was elected Chairman for the next Session, it was, 
therefore, unanimously agreed to hold the forthcoming Session in that country in 1999. In 
accepting the nomination, the Saudi delegate noted that his acceptance was subject to 
confirmation after consultation with his national authorities. The exact date would be 
determined by the Director-General of FAO in consultation with the Chairman. 

ADOPTION OF THE REPORT 

68. The report was adopted at 16:30 on Thursday, 9 April 1997. 
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APPENDIX C 

Summary of Major Decisions and Recommendations 


H EM 3 

FOLLOW-UP TO THE RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE EIGHTH SESSION 
AND REVIEW OF THE INTERSESSIONAL ACTIVITIES 

Working Group on Fishery Statistics 

It was recommended that reporting catch data for management purposes is needed 
uniformly on a regional basis. Furthermore, the deficiencies in existing data collection 
practices should be communicated to senior management to justify increased funding. On the 
concerns raised over the verification of national fisheries statistics systems, it was 
recommended to undertake control by randomized intensive sampling experiments to gather 
accurate data for comparison. 

Working Group on Pelagics 

A regional cooperation in ageing studies of Scombermorous for management purposes 
was recommended . It was agreed that the Working Group would hold a session with the other 
Working Groups planned to convene in Qatar. With regard to the larger pelagics, it was 
recommended that cooperation and coordination should be made with the newly formed 
Indian Ocean Tuna Commission (IOTC). 

Working Group on Shrimp and Other Invertebrates, 
and the Working Group on Demersal Fisheries 

Over the concerns on the absence of recent data on the incidence and composition of 
shrimp bycatch, it was recognized that bycatch reduction devices could result in improved 
quality of catch; increased survival of bycatch and little, if any, loss of shrimp catch. 

Regarding demersals, it was agreed that field programmes were required to map 
spawning grounds and determine spawning periods of fish stocks for protection purposes. 
With regard to the marine environment, it was recognized that Working Groups needed to 
work in closer collaboration with regional Oceanographers and a session on fisheries 
oceanography was envisaged. The Technical Secretary is expected to arrange such a session 
in the next series of the Working Group meeting. 

Working Group on Aquaculture 

It was recommended that the Working Group on Aquaculture be transformed to a 
standing Group and that individual membership should be recognized. The Group should 
meet biennially beginning with Bahrain in one year’s time. It was also requested that FAO 
should prepare a comprehensive proposal for the establishment of the Information System to 
be presented at the next session. The exchange of information between the various concerned 
bodies was stressed as well as the desire to expand aquaculture activities. 
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ITEM 4 

STATUS OF MAJOR MARINE RESOURCES IN THE GULFS 
AND MANAGEMENT NEEDS 

It was noted that for management purposes annual reporting periods that do not split 
fishing seasons be preferred. Also, since many resources were fully exploited more detailed 
information was needed to comment more explicitly on their status. 

ITEM 5 

STATUS OF THE FISH TRADE ACTIVITIES IN THE GULFS FOLLOWING 
THE ESTABLISHMENT OF THE WORLD TRADE ORGANIZATION 

With regard to the determination of the implications of the new WTO trade regime for 
fisheries trade, a more detailed study was deemed desirable since the existing foreign trade 
statistics prevented proper analysis. With regard to the possibility of promoting exports from 
the Region, the need to know and ability to satisfy the quality assurance requirements of 
importing countries was stressed. The services of INFOSAMAK in this area was emphasized. 

ITEM 6 

REVIEW OF ACTIVITIES OF REGIONAL BODIES 
IN FISHERIES MATTERS IN THE GULFS 

It was proposed that the Working Group on Demersal Fisheries and the Marine 
Habitat add a technical session to the next meeting planned to take place in Qatar and to be 
held under the aegis of ROPME. 

With regard to the proposed GCC shrimp “survey” and the Gulfs Committee’s 
proposed demersal trawl survey, it was agreed that to get the support of the GCC to secure 
funding for either one or both surveys, there was no option but to wait and see what support 
the GCC Secretariat would be able to achieve for the shrimp “survey”. Meanwhile, the 
demersal trawl programme would be translated into Arabic together with a short summary. 

Support to the INFOSAMAK Centre w'as again stressed and called on member 
countries to join and pay their contributions. It was pointed out that Governments have as 
much to gain from the sendees by joining as the private sector. Relevant regional 
organizations were urged to enter into cooperation agreements with INFOSAMAK Centre. 
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ITEM 7 

FUTURE ROl.F. OF THE IOFC COMMITTEE FOR THE DEVELOPMENT 
AND MANAGEMENT OF THE FISHERY RESOURCES OF THE GULFS 
AS AN FAO REGIONAL BODY 

Recognizing the important role this Committee has played in the past and the 
international requirement to strengthen the regional fisheries bodies as well as the need to 
restructure the Gulfs Committee in case the parent Commission (IOFC) would be abolished, it 
was decided that an in-depth discussion on a new structure, mandate and functions for a new 
arrangement would be required before a final decision would be taken. Therefore, it was 
agreed to hold a Consultation at RNE in Cairo within 6-8 months. The Secretariat will 
prepare a paper on the possible five options describing the legal implications of each. The 
paper to be translated into Arabic and sent to responsible authorities in member countries 
ahead of the Consultation.
